Recognized as one of the most successful owners in the 
NBA, Pistons Managing Partner William Davidson can be 
credited for a majority of the success the organization 
now enjoys. Detroit’s 1989 and 1990 World 
Championships can be directly attributed to Davidson, the 
club's majority owner since 1974 and under his direction, 
the Pistons have been considered one of the league's elite 
franchises for the last seven years. 


He continues to strive in keeping the team at the league’s 
forefront, with the recent completion of a practice facility, 
solely designed for the Pistons. It will be used for the 
team's training camp for the second straight year, alleviat- 
ing the need to go off-site for the pre-season. 


The organization is moving into the future with innova- 
tive ideas and a plan for progress. The recent additions of 
the Detroit Vipers (International Hockey League) and the 
Detroit Neon (Continental Indoor Soccer League) to Palace 
Sports and Entertainment (Davidson’s company) represent 
Davidson’s commitment toward the sports fan in Detroit. 
Both teams compete in competitive leagues that are 
among the hottest and fastest-rising in America. With the 
busiest amphitheater in the country, The Pine Knob Music 
Theater, purchased in 1990, Arena Associates (Davidson's 
company) now has the ability to bring the best in summer 
entertainment to its clientele. In 1988-89, the Pistons 
began play in The Palace of Auburn Hills, a state-of-the-art 
arena built with Davidson’s financial support. The com- 
pany also added management of the Meadow Brook 
Music Festival in the summer of 1994, further developing 
the entertainment division of Palace Sports and 
Entertainment. 


Despite missing the playoffs last season for only the third 
time in 11 years, Davidson's team welcomed the thunder- 
ing debut of All-Star rookie Grant Hill, giving fans plenty 
of optimism for the organization’s future. He brought 
Head Coach Doug Collins on board this past summer, giv- 
ing the young team enthusiasm and direction for the 
1995-96 season, Davidson's twenty-second as the team’s 
owner. 


Davidson acquired the Detroit Pistons in 1974 from the 
late Fred Zollner, the man who founded the team in Fort 
Wayne, Indiana in the 1940s. Zollner later moved the 
franchise to Detroit before the 1957-58 season. 


Interested in a wide variety of sports, Davidson is one of 
the most knowledgeable heads of an NBA franchise. He 
can usually be found sitting courtside at all Pistons home 
games, and has studied many players and coaches in the 
league and is able to make some very astute observations.

Davidson’s athletic history dates back many years and has 
continued alongside his business career. He was a high 
school and college trackman and played football in the 
Navy during World War Il. Davidson was an inaugural 
inductee into the Jewish Sports Hall of Fame. 


The Pistons’ majority owner likes success and has known 
it in his business interests. That’s why now, the success of 
the Detroit Pistons comes as no surprise to those who are 
aware of Davidson’s ability to manage people. His secret 
is simple: Hire competent managers and place the respon- 
sibility on them. 


Educated in Business Law, Davidson received a Bachelor's 
Degree in Business Administration from the University of 
Michigan and earned a Juris Doctor's Degree from Wayne 
State University. 
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After three years, Davidson gave up his law practice to 
take over a wholesale drug company. He rescued it from 
bankruptcy and turned it around in three years. After this 
success, he did the same with a surgical supply company. 
The next step was to take the Guardian Glass Company, 
the family business, pay off all debts and head it into the 
profitable direction the company now enjoys. Today, 
Guardian Industries remains the flagship of his corporate 
interests. 


Davidson‘s previous track record has paved the way for 
the Pistons, The Palace and Pine Knob. His formula for 
success, which turned the Pistons around and made The 
Palace one of the top arenas in the world, carrys over into 
the Pine Knob Theater, now considered one of the top

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Entering his fourth season as President of the Detroit 
Pistons, Tom Wilson ensures stability within the organiza- 
tion as it continues along its progressive pace. He worked 
to facilitate the critical hirings of Head Coach Doug Collins 
and Vice President of Player Personnel Rick Sund as lead- 
ers of the Pistons this past summer preparing the team to 
make its resurgence in the NBA. 


Elevating Wilson to the presidency in 1992, Managing 
Partner William Davidson stressed the importance of 
building a structure within the organization that will have 
a long-term effect. Wilson currently monitors all basket- 
ball operations, including the draft, player trades and 
salary negotiations. During Wilson’s 16-year tenure as the 
team’s top business executive, the Pistons have evolved 
into being recognized as one of the best marketed and 
most highly valued teams in professional sports. 


Since joining the Pistons in 1977, Wilson's role and 
responsibilities have increased dramatically. Most recently, 
Wilson has handled all business aspects of not only the 
Detroit Pistons, but The Palace of Auburn Hills and Pine 
Knob Music Theater. The Palace was designed largely 
around Wilson‘s input and he was responsible for staffing 
and developing organizational philosophies of the new 
arena. Wilson's ability to create a family atmosphere 
among his staff and guests have produced entertainment 
at its best. : 


Under his direction, The Palace has earned the distinction of 
becoming the first arena to win Performance magazine's 
prestigious Best New Venue award (1988) and Arena of 
the Year awards (1989-92) in consecutive years. The Palace 
was also named Arena of the Year for 1992 and also 
received Best New Concert Venue honors for 1988 from 
Pollstar. His direction was instrumental in the acquisition 
and renovation of Pine Knob as well, and he remains 
actively involved in the operational phase and the ongo- 
ing improvement of the facility. In 1994 Palace Sports and 
Entertainment assumed management of Meadow Brook 
Music Festival on the grounds of Oakland University in 
Rochester, Michigan. 


As executive administrator of Palace Sports and 
Entertainment, Wilson is ultimately responsible for the 
day to day operations of the sales, advertising, marketing 
and broadcasting departments. He also serves as presi- 
dent and governor for the Detroit Vipers hockey team, 
who in their first season in the International Hockey 
League, smashed attendance and marketing records. 
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A native Detroiter, Wilson joined the Pistons in 1978 as 
Sales Director and was promoted to Executive Director in 
1979. He graduated from Cass Technical High School and 
received a bachelor’s of business administration with a 
minor in drama from Wayne State University. Upon grad- 
uation, Wilson moved to California where he worked in 
films and television. Prior to joining the Detroit Pistons, he 
worked for the Los Angeles Lakers and the Los Angeles 
Kings in the Great Western Forum. 


Wilson serves on the William Beaumont Hospital Board of 
Trustees and was named the 1994 Executive of the Year 
by the Oakland Executives Association. He is also active in 
the Boy Scouts of America and serves on the Board of 
Directors for Boy’s Hope, CATCH, the Advisory Board of 
Michigan National Bank and is state Chairman of the 
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American Cancer Society. Wilson was also instrumental in 
the development and implementation of the 
Pistons/Palace Foundation which has provided more than 
$5.5 million in grants and donations to deserving organi- 
zations and individuals throughout the state. 


Wilson and his wife Linda reside in Rochester Hills with 
daughters Kasey and Brooke and son Kevin. 
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@ Named 20th head coach in Detroit Pistons’ history, 
Collins has been given the full responsibility of oversee- 
ing all basketball-related matters. He brings to the club 
a vast knowledge of the NBA and a passion for being 
successful and winning. 


@ The hiring of Collins reunites him with legendary coach 
and Pistons’ superscout Will Robinson, who coached 
the All-American at Illinois State in the early 1970's. 


@ Having served as head coach of the Chicago Bulls for 
three seasons in the 1980's, Collins joined the Pistons 
from Turner Broadcasting, for whom he had worked as 
an NBA analyst. His work at Turner has earned him 
nominations for two CABLEACE Awards and a Sports 
Emmy Award for his work on the NBA. 


@ Collins coached Michael Jordan and the Bulls into the 
playoffs during each of his three seasons with the club, 


advancing to the 1989 NBA Eastern Conference Finals. 
His Chicago team bowed out in those conference finals 
to the Pistons. Detroit then advanced to win the first of 
two straight World Championships. Collins now intends 
to lead his former arch-rivals, the Pistons, back among 
the elite of the NBA. 


@ Collins began his coaching career at the University of 


Pennsylvania in 1981 as an assistant coach under Bob 
Weinhauer. He worked under Weinhauer in the same 
role at Arizona State for two seasons, beginning in 
1982. 


@ Drafted by the Philadelphia 76ers out of Illinois State 


with the first overall selection in the 1973 NBA Draft, 
Collins went on to star in the NBA for eight seasons, all 
with the 76ers. He scored 7,427 points in his 76ers 
career, averaging 17.9 points per game. 


@ One of the most accurate backcourt scorers in NBA his- 


tory, the 6’6” Collins shot .501 from the field over his 
eight seasons with Philadelphia. He posted his best sea- 
son in 1977-78, averaging 19.7 points and 4.1 assists per 
game while shooting .526 from the field. 


@ Collins averaged 21.5 points per game in 32 games for 


three Sixers’ playoff teams while shooting 53 percent 
from the field. He led Philadelphia to the Eastern 
Conference Championship and the NBA Finals in 1977, 
before the team fell to Portland in six games. 


@ Collins earned a spot on the Eastern Conference All-Star 


team in four consecutive seasons (1976-79), starting in 
the midseason classic in 1977. He was named to the All- 
Star team in 1979, but was unable to play due to injury. 
He underwent seven knee surgeries before retiring as a 
player in 1981.

Beginning his first season in the front office for the Detroit 
Pistons, Rick Sund is a proven NBA veteran with more than 
20 years of management experience in the league. As Vice- 
President of Player Personnel, Sund will oversee the team’s 
entire scouting department, while working with Head 
Coach Doug Collins on roster and player development, 
trades, contract negotiations, player drafts and free agent 
acquisitions. 


Sund joins the Pistons after working the 1994-95 season as 
a consultant to Seattle Supersonics President Wally Walker. 
He managed the Sonics’ college scouting program while 
also assisting Walker with personnel decisions. 


Before joining the staff in Seattle, Sund had established 
himself as one of the NBA's foremost front-office execu- 
tives, spending 14 seasons with the Dallas Mavericks. He 
joined the Mavericks in 1979 as that team’s player person- 
nel director, helping the expansion team develop a roster 
for its inaugural season. 


Sund left the Mavericks as its Vice-President of Basketball 
Operations at the conclusion of the 1993-94 season after 
guiding the team through a rebuilding process which has 
made them one of the NBA’s top young teams. During 
Sund's tenure, the Mavericks selected potential NBA super- 
stars Jamal Mashburn, Jim Jackson, and Jason Kidd and 
other young talents like Popeye Jones, Luscious Harris and 
Lorenzo Williams. 


During his 15 years in Dallas, Sund’s teams made six play- 
off appearances between 1984 and 1990. The Mavericks 
advanced seven games deep into the Western Conference 
Finals in 1988, only to lose to the eventual NBA Champion 
Los Angeles Lakers. 


Sund began his NBA career with the Milwaukee Bucks 
after graduating with a master’s degree in sports adminis- 
tration from Ohio University in 1974. He spent five years 
with the Bucks before joining the Mavs as the league’s 
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youngest personnel director. 


He received his undergraduate degree, a bachelor’s in 
political science from Northwestern, where he twice made 
academic All-Big Ten while playing guard for the Wildcats 
basketball team. Named team MVP in 1971, the 6-4 guard 
averaged in double figures in scoring for his three-year col- 
legiate career. Sund also saw some action for the football 
team at Northwestern, playing tight end. 


Born Richard Walker Sund on June 4, 1951 in Elgin, Illinois, 
he is a member of that Chicago suburb’s Hall of Fame. An 
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avid golfer and sportsman, Sund competed in two 
marathons and a triathlon while living in the Dallas area. 
He recently relocated to Birmingham, Michigan with his 
wife Lea and their two children, daughter Hali (age 12) and 
son Patrick (age 9). 
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Will Robinson is a man who has dedicated his life to the game 
of basketball. The legacy continues, as the game he so dearly 
loves begins to repay Robinson. He has been reunited this sea- 
son, his 21st with the Pistons, with new Head Coach Doug 
Collins. Robinson, who will work on staff for Vice-President of 
Player Personnel Rick Sund, coached Collins to an All-American 
career at Illinois State University in the early 1970's. 


Robinson was named head coach at Illinois State by Athletic 
Director Milt Weisenbecker in 1970, making him the first black 
head coach at the major college level. Robinson's Illinois State 
teams produced five winning seasons, but it was for the devel- 
opment of Collins that he will be remembered. Collins aver- 
aged more than 29 points per game during his career under 
Robinson, becoming the school's first consensus All-American 
basketball player and the NBA‘s number one draft choice in 
1973. The team’s hiring of Collins this past summer reunites the 
former coach with his star pupil. 


During the summer of 1992 Robinson was honored by The 
James Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame in 
Springfield, MA, receiving the prestigious John W. Bunn 
Award. The Bunn Award is given in recognition of outstand- 
ing contributions to the game of basketball. Past recipients 
have included John Wooden, Henry Iba, Red Auerbach and 
Bob Cousy. 


Outside of actual enshrinement, the Bunn Award is the most 
prestigious award given by the Hall of Fame. “I feel that I'm in 
very high company,” said Robinson. “These people are in the 
upper echelon. The things that they've accomplished will for- 
ever live in posterity. To put me in that kind of company 
makes me dizzy.” 


Receiving his second Championship ring in 1990, Robinson 
truly reached the pinnacle of the sport that has been his life for 
over 50 years. In his position of assistant to Rick Sund, 
Robinson's duties are to consult Sund, as well as the Pistons 
coaching staff, in matters concerning college scouting, special 
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assignments and personnel decisions. 


Through Robinsons efforts, along with former scout Stan 
Novak, the Detroit Pistons built a team that became the third 
team in history to repeat as World Champions. He is responsible 
for finding the likes of Dennis Rodman, Joe Dumars and John 
Salley and making them part of the Pistons family. He was for- 
mer General Manager Jack McCloskey’s right hand man during 
the building years and he will provide Sund and Collins with 
experienced assessments. 
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Michigan Sports Hall of Fame, marking the supreme honor in 
the state where he enjoyed over 45 years of coaching success. 
The list of Michigan athletes that have played for Robinson 
reads like a Who's Who in sports, as his teams were usually 
tagged with the title “Champion.” 


Robinson enjoyed success at Detroit Miller High School where 
his 1947 team won the city championship over St. Joseph's 
High School. The game drew 16,249 to Olympia Stadium, a 
state of Michigan attendance mark until the Pistons moved to 
the Pontiac Silverdome in 1978. 


Moving to Pershing High School, Robinson brought successful 
basketball with him, as his teams racked up several state and 
city championships and won at an 85 percent clip.

Alvin Gentry joins the Detroit Pistons for the 1995-96 sea- 
son, his eighth as an assistant coach in the National 
Basketball Association. Gentry, who had coached each of 
the last four seasons with the Miami Heat, will be working 
with Pistons’ head coach Doug Collins for the first time. 
Gentry’s assistant coaching assignment in Detroit is his 
fourth in the NBA. Aside from Miami and Detroit, Gentry 
has also worked for the San Antonio Spurs and the Los 
Angeles Clippers. 


Originally hired by Miami coach Kevin Loughery in the 
summer of 1991, Gentry worked as an assistant on the 
Heat staff until February of 1995, when he was given the 
reins of the Heat team as its interim head coach. He held 
that position through the end of the 1994-95 campaign 
and shortly thereafter joined Doug Collins in Detroit. 


A native of Shelby, North Carolina and a first cousin of for- 
mer pro David Thompson, Gentry played collegiately for 
Press Maravich and Bobby Cremins at Appalachian State, 
where he earned a degree in Management. He began his 


Brian James enters the 1995-96 campaign as an assistant 
coach with the Detroit Pistons for the first time. The posi- 
tion with the Pistons also marks James’ first coaching 
opportunity in the NBA. Detroit head coach Doug Collins 
gave James his shot at the big-time on June 28, 1995, 
announcing the hiring of his longtime friend and associate, 


along with that of fellow assistant coach Alvin Gentry, on 
the afternoon of the 1995 NBA Draft. 


James joined the Pistons after coaching high school basket- 
ball in the state of Illinois for 18 seasons, where he com- 
piled a career record of 196-79. A 1977 graduate of Illinois 
State University, James became the youngest prep head 
coach in the state of Illinois for the 1977-78 season when 
he was tabbed to lead Wilmington High School at the ten- 
der age of 21 years old. 


He went on to coach at four different high schools in 
Illinois, spending six years at Glenbrook North High School, 
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coaching career after an unsuccessful tryout with the 
Denver Nuggets in 1977, working as a graduate assistant 
at Colorado. 


After one year in private business, Gentry returned to the 
college ranks, working as an assistant at Baylor for one 
season. He then worked at Colorado for four years before 
joining Larry Brown at the University of Kansas in 1985. He 
worked with Brown at Kansas for three seasons, helping 
lead the Jayhawks to the 1988 NCAA Championship. 


Gentry then went with Brown to the San Antonio Spurs, 
where he worked for two seasons (1988-90). He then 
worked the 1990-91 season as an assistant for Los Angeles 
Clippers coach Mike Schuler before heading to Miami in 
1991. 


Gentry and his wife Suzanne have recently relocated from 
the Miami area to Oakland Township, MI. He has one 
daughter, Alexis (age 11).

where he established himself as one of the state’s top 
coaches.

John Hammond begins his third season with the Detroit 
Pistons, but his first as Advance Scout/Assistant Coach. He 
will handle all advanced professional scouting for Head 
Coach Doug Collins in the 1995-96 season.

The 44-year old Perrin came to Detroit after two years as a 
scout for the Minnesota Timberwolves. In Minnesota, Perrin 
worked with McKinney to develop the expansion 
Timberwolves. 


A Northern Illinois University graduate, Perrin began his 
career as the co-head coach of NIU's junior varsity team. In 
1974, he moved on to Northwestern University where he 
spent 12 years as an assistant coach. After Northwestern, 
Perrin spent two years at Fresno State as an assistant before 
being hired by the Chicago Express of the World Basketball 
League. With 10 games remaining in the 1988 WBL season, 
Perrin took over the head coaching duties and led the 
Express to the league’s championship game. 


Perrin and his wife, Patti, currently reside in Rochester Hills, 
MI with their two sons, Christopher and Andrew.

One of the league’s most respected and tenured trainers, 
Mike Abdenour comes back to the Detroit Pistons for his 
18th season with the club and his 21st in the NBA. 
Abdenour is in his first year back with the Pistons after 
making his return to Detroit in the summer of 1995. He 
had spent the past three seasons as the head trainer of 
the Philadelphia 76ers. Aside from his duties as the team’s 
trainer, Abdenour will also handle all travel matters for 
the Pistons this season. 


The 43-year old Abdenour has a reputation as one of the 
league's most active and vocal trainers. He was always 
considered an integral part of coach Chuck Daly’s staff on 
the Pistons’ championship teams of 1989 and 1990, leav- 
ing Detroit after the 1991-92 season to take the job in 
Philadelphia. 


Abdenour originally joined the Pistons staff in 1974 mak- 
ing the jump to the professional level from Wayne State 
University. He has been a member of the NBA’s tight 


Strength and conditioning coach Arnie Kander begins his 
fourth season with the Detroit Pistons. Kander has been 
with the Pistons since the spring of 1992, when he became 
the team’s first strength and conditioning coach. He works 
in conjunction with team trainer Mike Abdenour on the 
prevention, treatment and rehabilitation of injuries for the 
Pistons. Kander’s duties also include the design and imple- 
mentation of specific programs that are aimed at enhanc- 
ing individual players’ flexibility, strength and aerobic con- 
ditioning. 


An innovator in the strength and conditioning field, 
Kander has designed and developed the team’s training 
area in Pistons Center to meet the conditioning needs of 
NBA players. 


A 1987 graduate in physical therapy from Wayne State 
University, Kander began his career as the sports coordi- 
nator at Crittenton Fitness Institute. He then moved on to 
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training fraternity since making that move. 


A member of the National Athletic Trainers’ Association 
since his college days, Abdenour has handled a number of 
prestigious duties during his time in the NBA. Included on 
that list are serving as trainer for the 1979 and 1994 NBA 
All-Star games and the 1981 NBA All-Stars tour of main- 
land China. He served as secretary on the NBATA 
Executive Committee from 1987-89. He and his brother - 
Tom made history of sorts in 1987, when they became the 
first brother training combination in professional sports. 


Abdenour’s hobbies include working towards a pilot's 
license and home remodeling. He and his wife Janice have 
two young boys, Michael (age 3) and Keith Johnston, who 
was born this past summer.

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Grant Hill caught a glimpse of what he 
was in for when teammate Joe Dumars 
gave him that “he doesn’t know” look fol- 
lowing that highlight clip alley oop slam 
dunk early last season. 

It was truly a memorable play. Hill, flying through the air, 


grabbed a slightly errant lob pass with his left hand, made 
a mid-air adjustment, and slammed the ball home. 
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“| was so high,” recalled Hill. “That alley oop play got me 
going. | looked over at Joe and he had this look, as if to 
say, “He doesn’t know.” 


Despite incredible expectations, excruciating pressure, and 
all the hype the NBA’s potent marketing department 
could muster, Hill lived up to rookie expectations. He led 
fan balloting with nearly 1.3 million votes for a starting 
job at the All-Star game - the most votes ever cast for a 
rookie - and scored 10 points. He averaged 19.9 points to

finish 20th among NBA scorers, and was voted co-rookie- 
of-the-year along with Jason Kidd of the Dallas Mavericks. 
Nevertheless, Hill never forgot the expressions on 
Dumars’ face after the famous slam dunk. 


“| remember | was a little nervous and really excited about 
my first game,” said Hill. “I was really tired after the first 
minute, too. But it was what I had worked for. Playing in 
the NBA was a dream come true.” 


All the accolades, endorsement contracts, the appearances 
on David Letterman’s show, and the realization that he 
was good enough to play basketball with the best players 
in the world...all of these were things to enjoy and cher- 
ish. But that haunting Dumars’ expression was a serious 
reminder of the day-to-day grind that is the reality of pro- 
fessional basketball. It’s a long, long season. 


“The All-Star vote was surprising,” recalled Hill. “But 1 was 
more surprised about the length of the season than the 
amount of votes | got.” 


Hill hit the rookie wall around January when he strained 
the plantar fascia, the protective sheath on the underside 
of his left foot. He missed 12 games, regained his wind, 
and began to play a more consistent brand of basketball. 


"I started feeling real comfortable after | came back from 
the All-Star game,” said Hill. “I was just more and more 
comfortable as the year wore on.” 


Hill scored a career high of 33 points against Boston on 
March 23. He managed a career high 16 rebounds in the 
same game. He would score 33 points on two other occa- 
sions and post his first triple-double on April 7 with 23 
points, 11 rebounds and 10 assists against the Orlando 
Magic. 


Hill's 1,394 points placed him high on the list of former 
Pistons rookies. Only Dave Bing, who scored 1,601 points 
as the team’s only other Rookie-of-the-Year in 1966-67, 
and Kelly Tripucka (1,772) in 1981-82 had more successful 
rookie seasons. 


Success in any endeavor is based on character. Handling 
success requires not only strength of character but a well- 
balanced ego laced with a proper amount of modesty. Hill 
can thank his parents, Calvin and Janet Hill, for arming 
him with these qualities along with a pleasant personality 
and a handy sense of humor. If Hill needs an occasional 
reminder, Dumars is there to provide it. 
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Calvin Hill is a Yale graduate and later played professional 
football for the Dallas Cowboys, Washington Redskins 
and Cleveland Browns. His wife, Janet, is a Wellesley grad- 
uate and works for a prominent consulting firm in 
Washington, D.C. Grant is their only child. He grew up in 
an upper middle class environment in the pleasant 
Virginia suburbs. In college, he helped lead Duke to a pair 
of NCAA championships. Millions of Americans watched 
Christian Laettner make that memorable last-second 
jumper which eliminated a powerful Kentucky team from 
the NCAA regionals in 1992. Few recall that Hill threw the 
pass which led to the basket. 


Although his individual skills are exceptional, it’s Hill's 
sense of team that will eventually lead the Pistons back to 
the playoffs. Mike Krzyzewski, Hill’s coach at Duke, said 
Grant was the finest player he has ever coached. 


“He wants to be the best but he doesn’t want to separate 
himself from the team,” Krzyzewski told an interviewer 
last year. 


Any flamboyance Hill provides in a game is more the 
result of his remarkable athleticism than any overt desire 
to impress anyone. He roundly despised frequent compar- 
isons between himself and Michael Jordan, not only 
because he considers Jordan without peer, but also 
because he would prefer to make his own mark. If Grant 
Hill had a calling card it would probably read “subdued 
elegance.” Perhaps that is why slick nicknames haven't 
stuck. He prefers “G”, a childhood moniker. He might even 
allow “G-Man” down the road but only after he’s proven 
to NBA peers and fans that he is not a flash in the pan. 


Hill has the perfect basketball build. He’s tall at 6-8, some- 
what wiry, and very fast. As Dumars frequently points 
out, Hill “explodes to the basket.” 


But Hill’s game is very unselfish, always adhering to 
Krzyzewski’s team concept. He doesn’t engage in trash 
talking. There is no arrogance to his style. He shuns cheap 
shots and dirty play. 


That's why he was the first rookie in NBA history to lead 
the fan balloting for the All-Star Game. Americans have 
always worshipped and admired star athletes. When an 
athlete of Hill's caliber, who also happens to be a caring, 
honest person, comes along, the response is overwhelm- 
ing. That's why 1,289,585 fans voted for Hill to lead the 
All-Star Game balloting. 


Hill had a chance to play a little basketball with Jordan 
this summer, and he was pleased with the results. He also

picked up a little intelligence on Doug Collins, the new 
Pistons coach. 


“| walked away with renewed confidence,” said Hill. “I 
stood in awe of Michael Jordan last season. But when | 
played with him in Los Angeles this summer, | took the 
approach that he’s just another guy. It worked pretty 
well.” 


Hill didn’t waste the opportunity to pick Jordan’‘s brain 
about Collins, who coached “His Airness” for three sea- 
sons in Chicago six years ago. 


“Mike told me that Collins was a perimeter player coach,” 
Hill said. “He said Collins was tough, but he'll get the most 
out of your ability. That's good to know.” 


Part of Hill’s summer was devoted to improving his jump 
shot, which was erratic last season. “I found that | was 
shooting the ball on the way down instead of at the top 
of my jump,” he said. “I think that was the problem. 


“Last year, | really didn’t know what to expect,” added 
Hill. “I was a scared, nervous rookie. This year, | want to 
show the NBA and my teammates that I’m ready to go. 
I'm really excited about this season. We've got a new atti- 
tude, a new coach and a lot of new players.” 


The future looks bright for Hill. If he has a secret goal, it 
might be to match the standards set by his personal 
heroes, the late Arthur Ashe, who won Wimbledon and 
the U.S. Open during a distinguished tennis career, and 
Julius Erving, the former NBA star who became the 
league's classic spokesman. 


It’s an old cliche, but Hill has only begun to scratch the sur- 
face of his talent. As his personal confidence rises, Hill's 
star status will rise. Hopefully, the Pistons will rise with 
him. 


It still irks Hill that his rookie heroics didn’t lift the Pistons 
into the NBA playoffs. The team won only eight more 
games (28-54) last season than it did the year before. 
Other NBA rookies such as Larry Bird and Magic Johnson 
made much greater impacts in their respective debuts. 
Certainly, Bird and Johnson provided the last piece to the 
championship puzzle for the Boston Celtics and Los 
Angeles Lakers. Hill did not show up on a team that had 
Robert Parish, Kevin McHale or Kareem Abdul-Jabbar 
already in the lineup. 


Nevertheless, Hill will play this season with players who 
are more familiar with what it takes to be a champion. 
Dumars is the lone survivor of the Pistons’ great champi- 
onship teams, and Otis Thorpe played on a championship 
team in Houston two years ago. Younger players, such as 
Allan Houston, Terry Mills and Lindsey Hunter have the 
talent to establish a serious championship nucleus. 


“There are only two things that matter,” observed Hill late 
last season. “You've got to have fun playing ball. And you 
can’t have fun unless you win.”

George Blaha begins his 20th consecutive season as the Detroit Pistons’ lead 
broadcaster. A name synonomous with the Pistons in Detroit, Blaha will call 40 
games for WKBD-TV 50 and the team’s other 42 games for WWJ Radio (950 AM) in 
1995-96. 


Blaha also serves as the statewide radio voice for the Michigan State University 
football network. The 1995 season with be Blaha’s 18th with the Spartans. 


The University of Notre Dame graduate was born in Detroit and raised in 
Marshalltown, IA and Grayling, MI. He attended Campion Jesuit High School in 
Prairie du Chien, WI before attending Notre Dame. After obtaining his B.A. in 
Economics, Blaha worked to earn an MBA from the University of Michigan. 


A fan favorite in Detroit's sporting circles, Blaha uses his extensive knowledge of 
basketball and his trademark colloquialisms to clearly describe the action to a 
broad variety of listeners. Pistons’ fans have copied his hoop slang on playgrounds 
and high school gyms everywhere. 


Blaha makes his year-round home in Bloomfield Hills. He is on the Board of 
Directors for the Notre Dame Club in Detroit and on the board of Vista Maria, 
which serves abused young women in the metropolitan area. 


He enjoys making charity appearances on behalf of the Detroit Pistons and he has 
worked as chairman for several celebrity golf tournaments. The football enthusiast 
also acts as the Executive Director of the Tartar Gridiron Club, which raises funds to 
benefit the Wayne State University football program; and as a member of the MSU 
Football Club. 


Joining George Blaha on all WKBD-TV 50 telecasts for the third straight season will 
be former Detroit Pistons All-Star Kelly Tripucka. One of the Pistons’ top all-time 
scorers, Tripucka played in Detroit from 1981-86, and for five other seasons with 
Utah and Charlotte. He has worked upwards of 80 games with Blaha on WKBD-TV 
50 since the start of the 1993-94 season. 


Tripucka came to Detroit from the University of Notre Dame in the 1981 NBA Draft, 
the same year the Pistons drafted another All-Star, Isiah Thomas, from Indiana 
University. That draft marked the beginning of a new era in Pistons basketball; 
Tripucka and Thomas would go on to become the nucleus of an exciting, winning 
team, one that eventually evolved into the World Champions. 


After averaging nearly 22 points per game for five seasons, Tripucka was traded 
with Kent Benson to the Utah Jazz for forward Adrian Dantley and two draft choic- 
es. He played with Utah for two seasons, before moving onto the expansion 
Charlotte Hornets. He played with Charlotte for three seasons and completed his 
playing career in Europe in 1991-92. 


Tripucka worked as a color commentator in college basketball for some national 
cable networks in 1992-93. He also filled in for Mike Fratello on WKBD with George 
Blaha on a few Pistons telecasts in 1992-93.

Mark Champion enters his sixth season with the Detroit Pistons as the 
play-by-play man for WW/ (950 AM), when George Blaha is exclusively 
on WKBD-TV 50. 


He has worked in the same role for the past five seasons, while also 
working as.the sports director for WWJ. Champion also serves as host of 
Pistons Gamenight. 


A Ball State graduate and veteran play-by-play man, Champion has 
been the play-by-play man for the Detroit Lions on WW for the past 
seven years. Before that he worked for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers for 
10 seasons. 


Providing color analysis on radio broadcasts for the third straight season 
will be Pistons great Vinnie Johnson. Johnson, who had his number 
retired to The Palace rafters on Feb. 5, 1994, will work with George Blaha 
and Mark Champion on most Pistons home broadcasts and select road 
games. He may also see spot duty on the Pistons television network, as 
he has in the past two seasons. 


Vinnie Johnson joined the Pistons as a player in 1981 and became an inte- 
gral member of Detroit's back-to-back World Championship teams in 
1989 and 1990. Known as the “Microwave”, he spent 10 seasons terroriz- 
ing opponents with his hot shooting hand. The biggest shot of his career 
came in the last second of game five of the 1990 NBA Finals, clinching the 
Pistons’ second straight NBA Championship. 


Johnson scored 10,146 points in his Detroit career, ranking him sixth on 
the Pistons all-time scoring list. 
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Beginning his 12th year as play-by-play announcer for PASS Sports is television vet- | a 
eran Fred McLeod. He also worked this past summer for PASS in his first season as 
play-by-play announcer for the Detroit Tigers. 


The 43-year old McLeod, currently a sportscaster for WDIV-TV 4 (NBC) in Detroit, 
also has play-by-play experience with the Cleveland Cavaliers, the Cleveland 
Indians, and the Oakland Athletics. He has also served as host of the local favorite, 
“Sports Final Edition”, a half hour weekly sports wrapup show aired on WDIV. 


A graduate of Pointe Park College in Pittsburgh, where he pitched in the NAIA 
College World Series, McLeod began his professional broadcasting career in 1974 
with KQTV in St. Joseph, Missouri. Prior to his stint with KPIX in San Francisco, 
McLeod worked at WSTV in Steubenville, OH and WJKW in Cleveland. 


Kelser, who played five seasons in the NBA, has established himself a veteran NBA 
color commentator. He has worked Pistons games on television and radio since 
1988, the past three seasons with Fred McLeod on the PASS Sports telecasts. He 
served as the Pistons color commentator for WWJ radio during home games three 
seasons ago. He has also worked on collegiate television broadcasts in a variety of 
settings. 


Kelser played with Earvin “Magic” Johnson at Michigan State, combining with 
Magic to lead the Spartans to the 1979 NCAA Championship. He was drafted by the 
Pistons in 1979, playing in Detroit until his trade to the Seattle Supersonics for 
Vinnie Johnson in 1981.

Davidson’s management talents are continually on dis- 
play in NBA circles, where he served as Chairman of the 
Board of Governors and has been active on several com- 
mittees, including the one which selected former NBA 
Commissioner Lawrence O’Brien in 1975. 


Davidson's involvement in the Detroit community is 
well documented. He was one of the “founding 
fathers” that originated the Pistons/Palace Foundation, 
a charitable vehicle that has donated over $5.5 million 
dollars in cash and merchandise since 1989. He has 
worked with city of Detroit Mayor Dennis Archer over 
the past year on the Partnership to Adopt and Renovate 
Parks for Kids (PARK) program, an initiative aimed and 
restoring and renovating public parks in the city. 


In 1992, Davidson donated an estimated $30 million to 
his alma mater, the University of Michigan's School of 
Business Administration. The grant for the William 
Davidson Institute will provide assistance in a special 
program to help develop market economies in Eastern 
Europe.

One of the strongest high school teams ever assembled 
played for Robinson during the 1967 season. His start- 
ing five all later played in professional sports. Spencer 
Haywood and Ralph Simpson (both NBA and ABA), Glen 
Doughty and Paul Seals (pro football), and Marvin Lane 
(major league baseball) won the state championship for 
Pershing and Robinson that year.

There have been other standouts in Robinson’s portfolio 
including another Illinois State great in Bubbles 
Hawkins, along with Wayne State all-time great Charlie 
Primas, Baltimore Colt All-Pro Big Daddy Lipscomb, 
Wayne State Vice-President Noah Brown and Olympians 
Lorenzo Wright and Charlie Fonville. 


However, the athletic field was not the only place that 
Robinson’s influence touched. He is just as proud of the 
good people he produced such as Ofield Dukes, a politi- 
cal advisor, the 25 Detroit police officers who played for 
him and the college grads with PhD’s attached to their 
names. Many of the sons of players that Robinson 
coached are now making headlines themselves. 
Robinson is truly a legend in the Detroit area. 


Robinson's ‘82 induction into the Michigan Sports Hall 
of Fame marked the seventh such honor bestowed him. 
The others include: The Michigan High School Coaches 
Hall of Fame, The West Virginia State Hall of Fame, The 
Illinois State Hall of Fame, The Upper Ohio Valley 
Dapper Dan Hall of Fame, The Afro-American Sports Hall 
of Fame and the Michigan High School Basketball Hall of 
Fame. He was honored in the summer of 1995 by the 
Michigan Jewish Sports Hall of Fame with the Alvin N. 
Foon Award for his great contributions to Michigan 
sports.
